The Last Production 


The most recent slides in my collection come from an unex- 
pected source. [ have a series of 63 344" x 4" format slides pro- 
duced by NASA, mainly dated between 1962 and 1968. A few 
are early designs for the Space Shuttle, with eight dated March 
1972. NASA published final designs for the Shuttle Orbiter that 
month. These slides would have been part of the public infor- 
mation released to explam the final design configuration. As 
you can see from the illustration, NASA had its own slide 
masks. On the reverse side 1s a NASA Part Number. Obviously, 
they produced many slides. Interestingly, the most technically 
advanced organisation in the world probably produced the last 
astronomical lantern slides.

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A Polaroid camera system was used 
producing black and clear transparencies 
that were sandwiched with full color 
background transparencies. 
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Many members of the Magic Lantern Society of 
the United States and Canada are familiar with 

the Lantern Image books and their supplements 
published by the Magic Lantern Society in Britain, 
tracing the iconography of the magic lantern 

from the 17th to the 20th century. Although very 


comprehensive, these books are heavy on European 


images, but a bit thin on American images of magic 
lanterns. I have found many American images 

not included in those books. At some point in the 
future, I would like to assemble a special issue of 
The Magic Lantern Gazette focusing on American 
iconography of the magic lantern (or perhaps 

more than one issue). I can start with material in 
my collection, but to really make this complete, I 
need the help of other members of the society. I 
would be interested in : 
receiving images of 
North American origin 
from your collections 
that show magic-lantern- 
like projected images 

on screens or actual 
magic lantern shows 
from sources such as 

old newspaper ads, 
magazine ads, stories in 
magazines, trading cards, 
children’s books, etc. 
Some examples of such 
illustrations are shown here. Postcards that were 
printed in Germany, but intended for the American 
market (as indicated by English text) also would 
be appropriate to include. Probably I will not try 
to include every illustration of a lantern from a 
manufacturer’s catalog, because there are just too 
many of them. Unusual uses of magic lantern 
imagery, such as political cartoons or humorous 
illustrations, magic lanterns on alphabet blocks, etc. 
will be especially useful. 





American Images of Magic Lanterns 
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The best way to send 
images to me is to scan 
the items on a good 
quality scanner as JPEG 
images with 300-350 dpi 
resolution and then email 
them to me at 


. If you don’t 
own a good scanner, you 
can take the items to 
someplace like Staples § 
to get them scanned. It is 
best to scan everything in 24-bit color, even black 
and white newspaper illustrations, because the 
resolution is much better than images scanned in 
grayscale or black and white. It may be possible to 
reproduce some items in color. To be most useful, 
I need as much detailed documentation for each 
image as possible: dates, place of publication, etc. 
Some items, such as trade cards, may be hard to 
date precisely. Postcards often can be dated if they 
were mailed and have a postmark.

“B.L. Singley founded The Keystone View Co. was formed in 1892 in Meadville, Penn. 
By the 1920's, the company had become the largest publisher of stereographs. In 1898, 


The Keystone View Company created an Education Department to produce boxed sets of 


images and descriptive text, illustrating culture, industry, commerce, and politics for 
classroom use. The company maintained a staff of photographers. Additionally, it 
purchased rights to other negatives, including several series from Underwood and 
Underwood in 1912. The Keystone View Company went out of business in 1970.”
